"" 49) On the motion of Mr. Gmelin (our Paci- 
fic Division Director and Member of the NCCC 
and resident of SCV, Ed.), seconded by Mr. 
Sullivan, unanimously VOTED that, in order 
that operating skills rather than caliber or qua- 
lity of station equipment will determine the 
standing of amateurs entering operating con- 
tests, the Contest Advisory Committee recom- 
mend to the BOD ways of changing contest rules 
so that transmitter power, height and gain of 
antennas, and number of transmitters and re- 
ceivers used, shall be a part of the factors de- 
termining final score. These recommendations 
shall be presented by the Liaison Director at 
the July, 1977 Board Meeting." 


All of us in the NCCC and those of you who 
are not NCCC members, but who do read this 
newsletter and all of us who are interested in 
the well-being of amateur radio in general ; 
in amateur radio contesting specifically, should 
re-read these words from the ARRL BOD meet- 


ing until we fully understand the immense 
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i: act they can inflict upon amateur radio con- 
testing and possibly any form of competition 
sponsored by the ARRL. This type of logic is 
contrary to even life in the real world. It seems 
to be an attempt to legislate mediocrity. Let us 
take just a quick glance into what this motion 
could lead to without being too ridiculous. 

Most all of us who are actively involved in the 
field of amateur radio contesting are people who 
like to compete, right? Sure, then what we do 
ig to strive to do our utmost to win, but if we can. 
not win, then we. strive to do our best in the final 
standings. If we don't hit the mark one year, we 
know that there is always next year. So what do 
we do in the intervening year? ? Of course - we 
improve everything we can to do better. This 
includes station improvements, antenna upgrad-’ 
ing and a review of our particular operating skill 
and habits during the contest. Notice that there 
are more points worth improving and working at 
other than just operating skill. If we were all to 
run 100 watts to a 5 foot vertical over a sheet of 
mtal measuring 3 feet by 3 feet and use one re- 
c. ver, who would win? ? Probably still the same 
fellows!!! What is definitely lacking in this pro- 
posal to legislate handicaps is that legislation of 
this type hinders and limits the level of competi- 
tion -.it does not increase it. _ 

This kind of handicap was tried before with 
the low-power multiplier in SS being the last one 
relevant to our club's major efforts. It met with 
poor success, since low power is now a separate 
category. It should be evident that evena simple 
attempt at handicapping does not work. Just 
imagine for a moment all the possible variables 
that should be taken into account: 

I. Transmitter 
A. Quality 

1. Filters 

2. Broadband or manual tuning 

3. Reliability - solid state or tubes 
B. Power input and output 
C. Amplifier 
You know, it's not worth the trouble to contin- 

The greatest variable in the whole list would 
LOCATION. How do you legislate that? ? 
Let's face it. If the BOD would leave the CAC 
alone so that it could do what IT believes is best 
for contesting, then the BOD could go on and try 
to reduce our dues and provide useful services.
